Getting Ready for March 4, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The active 
work in preparation for the Taft-Sher- 
man inauguration is now going on vig- 
crously. ‘The period of preliminary plan- 
ning and discussion of ways and means 
has passed and now the sound of the 
saw and hammer is heard on the re- 
viewing stands. 

The schoo] children from St. Louis, 
who come here as guests of the Post- 
Dispatch, will see the National Capitol 
at its best, decorated as it never has 
been before for the inauguration of a 
President. 

The stands, along the avenue, at the 
Capitol, and in the Court of Honor are 
all making good progress. The frame- 
work will be up and the roofs on in one 
week more, and days before the first 
trainload of inaugural visitors arrives 
within the boundaries of the district the 
reviewing stands, the Court of Honor 
and the work of the committee on street } 
decoration will be finished. 

Work of Lighting Streets. 

It is expected that the special work 
necessary for wiring up the street light- 
ing scheme will be started next week. 
There is much of this work to be done, 
and though it will be of a temporary 
character, wires must be stretched to 
carry extra current, standards must be 
set up at each 100 feet along the avenue, 
wires drawn for the festoons’ of light, 
and thousands of bulbs put in piace. The 
area of special lighting covers the Union 
Station plaza, the streets leading to the 
Capitol, Pennsylvania avenue, a portion 
of Fifteenth street, and the Court of 
Honor.

By a vote of 179 to 123, in which all 
party lines were broken, the, bill was 
rejected, the necessary two-thirds re- 
quired to suspend the rules being lack- 
ing. 

Tmmediately after the result was an- 
ncunced, the Committee on Rules held a 
session, with a view to bringing in a 
rule whereby the bill could be passed 
by a majority vote.

NOT JOURNALISM. 

That “there is nothing easier than lying” is 
probably the conclusion of the students of jour- 
nalism in the State University, who have issued 
a yellow edition of their paper, “The University 
Missourian.” Their sensational sheet exhibited 
resourceful imagination, ingenuity, humor and a 
fair fiction style on the part of the staff. 

But of course the students realize—we in- 
dulge the belief that their instructors have made 
it clear to them—that this is not journalism. 
Sensationalism and “faking” are as far from real 
newspaper work as the north from the south pole. 
News may be sensational in the sense that it as- 
tonishes, shocks, even horrifies the reader. [It 
may deal with events, discoveries, revelations 
previously undreamt of by the public. It may 
describe grotesque, gruesome crimes and monster 
criminals. It may narrate thrilling adventures 
or embody information of world-startling catas- 
trophies. It may far surpass fiction in stirring 
interest. But a good newspaper is never sensa- 
tional. It tells the facts in the simplest, clearest 
words and the most direct style. There is op- 
portunity for imagination, logic, ingenuity, hu- 
mor and the best command of apt words in tell- 
ing. the facts and signifying their. meaning. 
A true statemert of fact cannot be made too 
striking and vivid. The reporter’s part is to tell 
the story interestingly and accurately, and the 
editor’s is to measure its importance and interest 
in presenting it to the public. 

Responsibility, intelligence, measure, accuracy 
are the marks of good journalism. These require 
capacity, industry, conscience. There is no meas- 
ure in yellow journalism and no regard for truth 
and accuracy. It: exhibits its quality in two 


3 > ~ wayse—by the distortion and misrepresentation of 
"}  hews and by continuous shrieking. Neither re- 


quire anything but lack of scruple and the gift 
of lying in lurid language. It is the easiest, but 
tu the long run the costliest kind of journalistic 
ffort. 

If their experiment in sensationalism has 
aught the students how not to make a newspaper 
uelr experience is beneficial. One lesson ought 
©» be enough. 





REBATES AND DAMAGE CLAIMS.

MR. TAFT ON THE RACE QUESTION. 

Mr. Taft’s New Orleans speech to the negroes 
is a frank confession of facts to which Repub- 
lican politicians have been blind ever since the 
close of the Civil War. 

“There is not the slightest doubt but the race 
question can be settled,” said he, “and that it is 
now in process of being settled. The North, how- 
ever, Must not appear as if it would foree the 
settlement. The South knows more about the 
problem than the North does, and we people, of 
the North must stand aside.”’ 

This is like a breath of fresh air dispelling the 
miasma of the swamps, common sense and reason 
driving out prejudice and cant. 

Exhausted and ruined ‘by the war, the South 
took up this great burden and tried to solve the 
problem. It is not extravagant to say that great- 
er progress would have been made had it not 
been for the meddling of Northern politicians 
and writers who considered the question from 
the heights of abstract perfection. But, as Burke 
was so fond of saying, the abstract perfection of 
a political doctrine or program is its practical 
defect. Human nature as it is, rather than as it 
ought to be, is the point of departure for prac- 
tical statesmanship, and actual social conditions 
cannot be ignored without producing confusion. 

In this view, force bills designed to compel the 
realization of ideals simply beg the question. Ex- 
perience is the only safe guide in political and 
social legislation, and progress is and always has 
been achieved by the employment of the experi- 
mental method. 

The Fifteenth Amendment is no bar. It is the 
law and must be respected.. No State can deay 
the right of suffrage on ‘account of race or color, 
but an educational or property qualification is 
practical and practicable, and we may expect a 
sincere response from the South along such lines 
to Mr. Taft’s suggestion. Thus will be ended the 
insane controversy of prejudice and partisanship, 
which has kept the whole country in an uproar 
ever since emancipation. 





“Abraham Lincoln did not rise in public Iffe 
because of his oratory, as Mr. Bryan says, but 
because of his love and wisdom, which saturated 
all his words and deeds. Bob Ingersoll was a 
great orator; so were Edward Everett and John 
James Ingalls; and so is Albert J. Beveridge, but 
man.does not live by words alone. 
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WHY DO GOOD MEN AVOID PUBLIC LIFE? 

Mr. Taft is having considerable trouble finding 
a competent man to take the Treasury. 

Gov. Hadlty says: “I believe I have had more 
men refuse appointments than any three of my 
predecessors.” And he adds: “So far, I have ap- 
pointed but one man to a position for which he 
was a candidate. In all other cases I have had 
to plead with the men to accept the places.” 

In the City of St. Louis the party committees 
seeking strong candidates are embarrassed by 
the refusal of men of distinction and high capac- 
ity to accept nominations. At this writing it 
appears that if a really representative St. Louisan 
becomes Mayor it will be because luck opens 
the way, or he yields to the pleadings of his fel- 
low citizens. 

How is this reluctance to be accounted for? 
Why is the public service so unattractive to the 
very men who are best qualified for it? 

Doubtless many are unwilling to interrupt a 
promising private business ar _ professional 
career. Office holding is not a profitable business 
for a man who has professional or business abil- 
ity and can turn his talents into cash. And to 
abandon a lucrative calling for a four-year term 
in public office often means a permanent loss. 
The man cannot always pick up the threads of 
business and resume his work with a certainty 
that he will regain what he had given up. 

In the case of the Mayoralty, however, and 
other executive offices which are loaded with 
patronage, there is a special objection. A man 
really fit for such a position does not like “to 
cut the pie.’ It is beneath his dignity and be- 
sides absorbs time and thought which ought to 
be given to the real duties of the office. The 
absurd notion, however, that the Mayor of a 
great city is in duty bound to consider and 
think about the “claims” of men seeking the 
most insignificant jobs is well rooted in the 
public mind and is hard to dislodge. Until the 
municipal service is organized on a merit sys- 
tem which makes all but the highest officials 
and servants of the city permanent, we cannot 
hope that the mayoralty will be attractive to 
the men who are best fitted for it. 

The machine politicians may retort that a man 
is not well fitted for any public office who has 
not enough’ public spirit to be willing to serve 
the public in spite of disparagement to his dig- 
nity and the annoyance of job hunters. And it 
must be confessed there is something in this 
view. Abraham Lincoln was tormented as few 
other presidents had been before his time by 
hungry office-seekers. But he did not consider 
it beneath his dignity to listen to them and he 
bore the burden without complaining. His public 
spirit was lively enough to sustain him. 

It is-public spirit of this sort that is needed. 
Until capable men are willing to sacrifice some 
of their private pecuniary advantages and bend 
their dignity to the requirements of an imperfect 
condition they have no right to grumble if pub- 
lic servants do not meet the expectations of a 
fastidious taste. 
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RHETORICAL WAR WITH JAPAN. 

The leading statesmen and naval commanders 
of Japan and the United States agree that there 
is no ground for war between the two countries 
and that conditions point naturally to a perpetual 
peace. 

Then why not stop this endless talk of war and 
settle down in relations of fraternal good will? 

If moral, political and commercial considera- 
tions unite to make a peace policy the best policy 
at Tokio and Washington, the declaimers like 
Hobson should be hushed by a studious neglect 
on the part of the people of their insane ravings. 
Their ferocious statesmanship: has no fit place 
off the comic opera stage, and it is folly to listen 
to them. 
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Talleyrand, who was praised as the most com- 
petent diplomat of his age, would have had a fit 
had anyone suggested the golden rule as the basic 
rule of-diplomacy. It is less than 100 years since
